defense upon which the Fuehrer 
is depending heavily is to impede 
Allied preparations until the bad 
weal tier comes to his rescue. 
As for Aachen, it has been no 
easy nut 
to crack.

western Europe. 
Again it is demonstrated that 
the Nazi Attila has fanatical com­ 
manding officers who arc ready 
to dc* his will. The German com­ 
mand in Aachen did their best — 
or one might better say their most 
cruel worst— to prevent the sur­ 
render not only of their soldiers 
but of civilians before the Ameri­ 
can ultimatum expired. 
However, we also learn that not 
all German 
soldiers or citizens 
by any means are prepared to die 
for the dictator. 
Many of the 
Aachen citizens who hadn’t been 
evacuated flew white flags from 
their houses in an effort to sur­ 
render. 
A lot of~German soldiers 
also wanted to give themselves up, 
and a considerable 
number 
did. 
hut others were prevented from 
surrendering by their officers, who 
employed both ruse and murder. 
First the Nazi officers did the 
old German trick of issuing liquor 
to get the men drunk. 
We saw 
plenty of that in the last war 
When the Kaiser s command used 
rum to key troops up for suicidal 
attacks. 
Prisoners from Aachen 
say that as a final resort their 
Officers stood guard and shot all 
they could of their men who were 
trying to cross into tho American 
lines 
Of course one swallow doesn’t 
make a summer, and one Aachen 
can't speak for all Germany. Still 
we are entitled to conclude that 
Hitler is far from having either 
the civilian population or his sol­ 
diery solidly behind him. 
Cer­ 
tainly a considerable amount of

mother, wife or hu sband. Or the 
parents hear it from a solicitou s 
neighbor. 
Sometimes the su ggestion is 
ju stified. The doctor may be so 
preoccu pied with the primary dis­ 
ease that he overlooks the second­ 
ary damage it has done to the 
blood, and the correction of this 
by a diet rich in iron may tu rn the 
scales and start the invalid on the 
road to recovery. 
There is one thing su re. If the 
doctor thinks the su ggestion is 
pertinent he can find ou t exactly 
and in the most scientific way all 
abou t the condition of his pa­ 
tient's blood. Ou r knowledge on 
the su bject is most complete. 
Blood a Tissue 
The blood is a tissu e ju st as 
mu scle or bone or liver are tissu es. 
It consists of cells and matrix or 
intercellu lar su bstance. The only 
peculia rity in the case of the blood 
being that the intercellu lar su b­ 
stance is flu id. It has to be be­ 
cau se the fu nction of the blood is 
that of a messenger to carry 
chemical su bstances from one part 
of the body to the other, and a mes­ 
senger has to be flu id. He has to be 
able to move. 
When the pathologist pricks 
you r finger or you r ear lobe to get 
a drop of blood, it looks like an 
opaqu e red drop. Bu t you know by 
experience that if you pu t the 
drop on a glass su rface, or collect 
enou gh blood in a test tu be to see 
the phenomenon easily that it will 
separate ou t into a hard, sticky, 
tenaciou s red clotted part, and a 
clear straw-colored flu id. The clear 
flu id, or seru m, contains most of 
the chemicals that the blood car­ 
ries from tissu e to tissu e, and the 
red part contains the blood cells. 
It is these blood cells that are 
deficient in cases of anemia. 
We 
have modern means 
of 
stu dying them very completely. 
As long ago as abou t 1870, a Ger­ 
man professor of medicine marked 
off a space on a capillary tu be so 
that it wou ld contain exactly one 


cu bic millimeter and filled it with 
his own blood and then emptied 
that blood ou t on a microscope 
slide, and with the aid of the mi- 
“croscope cou nted every one of Hie ‘ 
red blood cells, lie fou nd there 
were six million. And on cou nting 
the same amou nt of blood taken ; 
from a nu mber of his neonates . 
he fou nd that in all healthy hu ­ 
mans that amou nt was absolu tely 
constant. 


Mo dern Metho ds o f Co unting 
Bu t cou nting u p to six million 
is qu ite a chore, and the modem 
laboratory technician has simpli­ 
fied it by dilu ting the blood very 
exactly in salt solu tion and pu t­ 
ting it in one of the finest cali­ 
brated chambers you ever saw and 
cou nting only the nu mber of red 
cells in a given squ are and cor­ 
recting by mu ltiplication, he can 
give you the nu mber of red cells 
you have in abou t five minu tes. 
And since the original observa­ 
tions it has been confirmed over 
and over that all healthy hu man 
beings from birth to old age, male 
and female, have abou t six million 
cells per cu bic millimeter. 
After you have given blood to 
the blood bank you r cou nt goes 
down for a week or two. You have, 
in fact, a mild secondary anemia. 
You r bone marrow, which is the 
manu factu ring plant for red blood 
cells soon makes this u p. When a 
disease like influ enza or some 
other infection, knocks ou t you r 
bone marrow you r cou nt goes 
down and here the treatment is to 
give food or dru gs which stimu ­ 
late the marrow—liver, spinach, 
red meat, iron and arsenic. 
The pathologist will also esti­ 
mate how red you r blood is, be­ 
cau se. that tells the amou nt of 
hemoglobin which is the iron-con­ 
taining pigment in the red blood 
cells. It carries oxygen from the 
lu ngs to the tissu es and when it is 
low in anemic people they get 
short of breath for that reason.
